RESOLUTION—By the Government of India, Home Department, ° 
1. Tho general and household schedules sanotioned for adoption throughout British 
India at the Census of 1911 were published with the Home Dopartmont. resolution 
Nos. 67—81 (Oensus), dated the ‘31st March 1910. Before the date of that resolution the 
Consus Commissioner for India represented that the poasrél tables of occupations, while 
they would indicate the main functional distribution of the people, distinguishing workers 
from dependants, and would give statistios of oocupations combined with agriculture, and 
of ocoupation by caste, would furnish very meagre information regarding industries and, 
in particular, no reliable information regarding recent industrial developments. He pointed 
soul that an attempt was made in 1901 to distingaish between workers in factories and 
@ those engaged in home industries,-and also to distinguish, in the case of factories, between 
‘owners, managers and superior staff” and “operatives,” but that the eutries in the 
schedules were far too vague to permit of accurate information ou these cinta being 

obtained. He therefore recommended that, in addition to general toh housebo! 
sehedule, a special schedule should be presoribed for ons worl in mines, factories, eto. 
Ais proposal has been igeneealiy, approved by the local Governments and Administrations and 
the Government of India have desided to presoribe in conneetion with the coming census, in 
Addition to the general and household schedule, a special industrial schedule, in the form 
appended to this resolution, to be filled in by the owners or managers of factories, mills, otc., 

in which at least twonty persons are employed. 

..2. A list of the industries, with reference to which the Government of India think it 
esirable that information should be compiled in the'form of tho special schedule, is attached 
to this resolution. Loeal Governments are, however, at liberty to include in the list aby 
other industries for which they desire to have statistics.

RULES FOR REGULATING THE USE OF MOTOR OABS IN THE JOWN AND SUBURBS 
OF CALCUTTA AND THE TOWN OF HOWRAH. 


No. 2425S-—The 20th September 1910.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 
8 of the Bengal Motor Oar and Oycle Act, 1903 (Bengal Act 11] of 1908), and in addition 
to the Rules issued under Notification No. 1180J.D., dated the 22nd June 1908, hereinafter

In itself it is in no way an unconstitutional movement, It purports to be no more than the 
organized expression of disapproval of an administrative measure, If any person entertains 
t fedling of disapproval of that measure, he is at liberty to hold his opinion, and also to 
express it, provided always that he does so in an orderly manner and abstains from seeking 
to cause disaffection towards Government or ill-fecling between different sections of the 
People. So long as these conditions aro observe, there is no ground for interference ; and 
in this view the Lioatonant-Governot has decided that his duty lies in not exercising his 
Powers under the law for the purpose of preventing tho projected demonstrations. 

8. Nevertheless, His Tonsnr. desires’ that Zt may be generally known that in his 
judgment the continuance of the anti-partition agitation is inoxpedient, and is regarded with 

ipproval by Government. The partition has been declared, on tho highest authority, 
tobe sottlo’ fact; all thinking persons must be well aware that there is no likeliood of ite 
being reversed or modified; and to persevere in agitating against it is a mere waste of 
‘nergy that might be more profitably employed. 

4, A much more serious evil is that in an agitation of this character there is a constant 
danger lestglie movement may be misused by evil-disposed persons for the purpose of exciting 
hatred and*hostility towards the Government, of reviving mischievous propaganda like the 
boycott, of drawing into the net students and others who have no business in politios, and 
fovaly of manipulating it in such a manner as to constitute a menaco to tho administration.

5, While therefore the Lieutenant-Governor has decided, for the reasons set forth 
abovo, not to prohibit or restrict the demonstrations that may be contemplated on the prosent 
cocasion, he desires to make it perfectly clear to all concerned that mii are discountenanosd 
by Government, and to make it known that, in “his judgmont, all loyal and law-abiding 
persons will do well to abstain from any kind of participation in them. a) 

6. As regards the future, the Lieutenant-Governor will be iatete in large measure by 
the course of events in the present. He has resolved to permit the demonstrations to take 
place in the hope that those who are responsible for them will bo able to comply with 
the conditions that have been indicated above, viz. that the proceedings shall be orderly 
throughout ; that the occasion shall not be utilized, directly or indirectly, for the propagation 
of soditions doctrines or the glorification of boyoott, violence, or ban form of political 
outrage ; and that school boys and college students shall be wholly excluded from taking part 
in them, either as participants or spectators, If theso conditions are not fulfilled, it will 
afford evidence that it is notin the power of the originators of the movement to confine it 
within constitutional bounds, and the question of direct intervention by Goverament will bo 
forced to an issue,

If on deck they shall be made 
as seoure as any other deck-house, and the roof shall be well caulked and covered with 
painted canvas.” No caso of small-pox, cholera, yollow fever or plague shall on any 
aooount be treated in a permanent hospital, Permanent hospitals shall be used solely for 
the accommodation of sick pilgrims, and in so far as they are not required for duos 
modation of such pilgrims, shell remain unoccupied. : 





(2) Materials shall bo carried for the constrnction on the upper deck of a separate 
temporary hospital for the treatment of such casos of sickness at it may be coasiderod 
desirable especially to segregate (such 2s small-pox, cholera, yellow fever or plague) and 
for any general outbreak of sickness in the event of the permanent hospital accommode- 
tion becoming insufficient. The part of the upper deck upon which such hospital shall, if 
required, be ereoted, shall be pointed out and measured off by the Inspector. ‘The frame- 
work of the hospital shall be either of iron (in piccos that can bo easily fitted together) 
or of wooden spars or bamboos. ‘The roof shall be tented, and both that aud tho side walls 
shall be made of stout canvas and be perfectly water-tight, duo provision being at the same 
time made for ventilation, The superficial area of the floort shall be not less than 
144 square fect, aud the floor shall be raised at less 4 inches from the deck. In oases of 
sickness of the kind referred to in this rule, only the medical officer and the person or persons

These Rules shall te followed by all vessels upon the 
high eoas and in all waters connected therewith, navigable 
by soa-going vessels.

RESOLUTION--By the Government of India, Home Department. 


1, The Governor-General in Council has recently had under consideration the subjeot 
of tho oreation of an additional membership of tho Hxeoutive Council of the Governor. 
General, with the appropriate Seoretariat and clerical staff, to deal, primarily, with the 
subjects of education and local self-government, In addressing the Secretary of State on 
this question, Lord Minto’s Government based their proposals, firstly, on the administrative 
and political expediency of making better provision for the condyot of public business in the 
branches of work above mentioned and, secondly, upon the necessity for affording relief to 
the Home Department. Regarding it as incontestable that relief to the Home Department 
was needed, they came, after careful deliberation, to the conclusion that the form in which 
it could best given was by Aividing the present work of that Department into two—one 
part of the work to be dealt with by the existing department, the constitution of which 
would be revised, and the other by a new department, which would be charged primarily 
with the administration of educational business, but would also take over certain other 
branches of work with which the Home Department has hitherto dealt, including all matters 
connected with local self-government. 


2. The extreme importance of the subject of education needed no demonstration, 
‘The extentive reforms, which wore initiated by Lord Curzon’s Government, were still far 
from complete, although much had been done it every province to give effect to them, and 
schemes of improvement in every class of institution from the Universities downwards. had 
been formulated, of which many had been put into execution, while othors were awaiting 
the provision of the necessary funds, There were Hain, abundant indications both in the 
debates in Council, in the Pross, and in the reports of Local Governmonts of a genuine and 
widespread desire for improved technical instruction to facilitate the growth of indigenous 
trades and industries, which it was impossible to iguoro; and, indeed, the Governments 
of all the major provinoos had already devoted considerable attention to the, eubjeot and steps 
had been takén in almost all to make a beginning in that diroction. ‘The subjeot, again, of 
primary education ; the question how far it should be provided free of cost; the training’ of 
teachers; the provision in the educational system of facilities for moral instruction ; the 
developmetit in it of influences which tend towards the better formation. of character; 
the question how far religious instruction should be permitted—thesa as well as tho proso- 
ution of the other reforms ulrendy mentioned, presented problems of the first magnitude, 
the suocessftil solution of which would involve extensive expenditure both from imperial 
and provixioial and lo¢al fonds prolonged over a series of years and inourred. in accordance 
with a wisely-planned and consistent educhtional policy, To assist in solving those 
problems aid 'to’diroot that polioy were taske which, in the opinion of Lord Minto's Govarn- 
ment, miglit fitly claim the attention of a special department, 

8. Tho Government of India thought that with oducational business tho despatoh of 
that, connected with Joos! velf-government might suitably be conjoined, singe muniipal and 
loval bodies are rosponsible for no small part of the publio exponditure on education. Besides 
these subjects, they proposed, im order to afford an adequate degree of relief to the 
‘Home Department, to hand over to the now department o certain number of 
micoellanoous heads of business, iusluding Sanitation, Archmology, Books, Reoords, Kecclos- 
instioal, and a few. subjects of minor importance now dealt with in the Publio Branch of 
the Home Department. ‘To these were to be added all business connected with museums 
now dealt with in the Department of Commerce and Industry. 

4, Such is a brief summary of the grounds upon which Lord Minto’s Government 
based their proposals. As regards the staff for the new department, they suggested that, 
bosides tho Momber in charge, tho dopartment should have a Scorotary on a pay of 
Re. 8,000 a month, a Joint-Seoretary on Rs, 2,500 a month, and an Assistant Scoretary 
‘on Re. 1,000 a month. In making these a for the superior staff, it, was explained
